Says Carson, Wells

Dangerous
Adhering strictly to their policy 

of declining to endorse any stock 
selling proposition presented to 
them, the directors of the chamber 
of commerce at their meeting 
Tuesday declined to endorse a talk­ 
ing machine record proposition, the 
promoters of which desired to es­ 
tablish a factory in Torrance.

While the directors refused to 
sponsor the proposition they, re­ 
ferred the matter to the industrial 
committee and the entire matter 
will be gone into with a view to 
securing the factory that will em­ 
ploy 60 people.

The dangerous crossing at Ca- 
brillo and Carson, reference to 
which has been made repeatedly 
in these columns, was taken up as 
well as the crossing situation at 
the corner of Cabrillo and Wells 
street. Director Peckham and 
Charles Vonderahe informed the 
board that at both these intersec­ 
tions the Pacific Electric cars cross 
the streets at a high rate of speed 
if there are no passengers to leave 
or board the cars and predicted 
that unless some warning signal 
was installed a serious accident 
would occur. A silent wig-wag 
signal was recommended and the 
matter will be taken up by Secre­ 
tary Gadeky.

The report of the chamber's 
playground committee presented to 
the Forum Monday was ordered 
presented to the city trustees Tues- 
d.ay at their regular meeting.
*A resolution passed recently by 

the Los Angeles chamber of com­ 
merce regarding the early comple­

KEYSTONE IS 
EXCITED OVER 
OIL DISCOVERY

Piano Recital

Oil Seepage at Main
and Amelia Attracts

Scores
An unsolved geological puzzle 

that has aroused this entire section 
and that for the first three days of 
this week was the sole topic of 
conversation in Torrance, w-as- the 
discovery Sunday of a quantity of 
high grade oil at the bottom of a 
freshly dug cesspool in the rear of 
Peter Deserand's service station and 
store near the southeast corner of 
Main street boulevard and Amelia.

The startling discovery was made 
when a Mexican that Deserand had 
employed to dig the hole was over­ 
come with gas and brought to the 
surface suffering from partial as­ 
phyxiation and nausea. When he 
recovered he told his astonished 
employer that after going to a 
depth of twenty-nine feet through 
soil and sand his pick encountered 
a hardpan formation that for a 
long 'time resisted his pick, the 
point of which it repeatedly 
turned.

After re-sharpening the pick sev­ 
eral times he was at last able to 
make an impression on the rock 
and immediately on lifting a por­ 
tion of the bedrock noticed the 
strong odor of gas followed by the 
oozing out of the bottom as though 
under slight pressure of gas, of 
a thick oily substance.

The news that oil had been 
struck soon attracted hundreds of 
motorists and for hours the well 
was the center of a throng eager 
to test the oil and the quality of 
the bedrock formation. Among the 
number of spectators' were several 
oil men who all stated that there 
was every Indication that the oil 
was from a subterannean pool that 
was being forced to the surface 
by gas pressure.

Representatives of this paper se­ 
cured a bottle of the fluid and sub­ 
mitted it to chemists in Los An­ 
geles and a report was received 
Tuesday showing that the specific 
gravity of the oil was a fraction 
iver 38 and that it was impreg­ 
nated with acids such as Is used 
In defining oil. While this opinion 
would lead to the conclusion that 
the find was the seepage from 
some pipe line or other source, the 
presence of the hardpan still puz­ 
zles oil experts.

One of the superintendents of 
the Standard Oil wells west of 
town was outspoken as to the pos­ 
sibilities that the sample of oil 
was crude, despite the very ap­ 
parent odor of coal oil and the high 
jravity.

"The Standard company owns 
property in several places in the 
state where a barrel of high grav­ 
ity oil can be secured daily at or 
near the surface," said he "and as 
the gravity is increasing the far­ 
ther we go east it is possible that 
the cesspool well is a real dis­ 
covery."

On the other hand it is learned 
;hat while the owner of the land 
s conscientious in his opinion that 

a great oil pool underlies his six- 
icre holdings, he has been in the 
habit for three years of cleaning 
auto crank and transmission cases 
at his service station and dumping 
the refuse oil in a spot not far 
'rom where the cesspool was dug 

and It is thought by many that in 
some way this refuse oil mixed with 
coal oil with which he cleaned out 
the cases has seeped into a gopher 
hole or fissure and congregated in 
a pool at the point beneath   the 
bedrock where the Mexican dug 
his hole.

WESTERN AYE .WILL BE PAVED
It has recently been learned that 

Western avenue, from the end of 
the pavement to Electric avenue, 
will be graded and graveled with­ 
in the next few days by the coun­ 
ty road gang. This stretch of 
about half a mile is extremely 
rough, and following the rains in 
December was almost impassible. 
The road men say that this stretch 
of road has caused much annoy­ 
ance to motorists and others, but 
with the grading and surfacing to 
be done it will divert much traffic 
through Torrance and Loraita 
which now uses other routes to 
and from the harbor and Loa An- 
gelts.
